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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendments filed February 1, 2002 (Paper No. 1 1) and August 14, 2002 (Paper No. 14) have 
been entered. Claims 1, 7, 34, and 36 have been amended. Claims 6, 13-17, and 35 have been cancelled. 

Accordingly, Claims 1-4, 7-9, 19-34, and 36-39 remain pending in the instant apphcation. 

The following rejections are reiterated and constitute the complete set of rejections being applied 
to the instant application. Rejections and objections not reiterated froni the previous office action are 
hereby withdrawn. 

Continued Prosecution Application 
The request filed on February 1, 2002 (Paper No. 1 1) for a Continued Prosecution Application 

(CPA) under 37 CFR 1. 53(d) based on parent Application No. 09/353,423 is acceptable and a CPA has

been established. An action on the CPA follows. 

No new arguments have been presented to address the pending grounds of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-4, 7-9, 19-34, and 36-39 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, for reasons 
of record advanced on pages 2-9 of the Office Action of Paper No. 5 (mailed 10/4/00) and on pages 2-7 of 
Paper No. 9 (mailed 8/2/01) as containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in 
such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
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No new arguments have been presented to address this rejection. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 34 and 36-39 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claims 34 and 36-39 are indefinite because the method does not recite that the administration of 
the vector results in any effect, such as treatment, as recited in the preamble. The preamble recites "a 
method of treating hepatocellular carcinoma," but the method does not provide for any such effect, but 
rather only involves the administration of a vector. 

No new arguments have been presented to address this rejection. 

The rejection of Claims 1-3 and 6-9 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 5,935,935 (Connelly et al., 1999) is withdrawn in view of Applicants' amendment limiting the claims 
to the use of a sequence encoding an interferon-a polypeptide lacking a secretion leader sequence. 

Conclusion 

No claims are allowable. 

All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the parent application prior to the filing of 
this Continued Prosecution Application under 37 CFR 1.53(d) and could have been finally rejected on the 
grounds and art of record in the next Office action.
